Chihuahua, Mexico, April 4.—When Gen. 
Villa took Torreon he-captured only thirty 
prisoners alive and unwounded, according to 
information received here today. 

Whether this means that many were exe- 
cuted or that Gen. Refugio Velasco, the crip- 
pled but valiant Federal commander, suo- 
ceeded in escaping with practically all of his 
army not dead or disabled could not be 
jearned. 

However, it is known that he made the first 
few miles of his escape on troop traina, 
which he abandoned when he came tod the 
first place where the rails had been removed 

‘ This circumstance is construed in favor of 
the reports that he got away with the rem- 
nant of his army intact. 


Italian Officer Describes Torreon. 

4 dispatch from any Italian army officer 
with the rebel artillery was received this 
afternoon from Torreon. It says: 

“Dead horses and dead men are piled high 
in the streets and the plaza, and the ruins 
of the city are apattered with blood. It is 

_ impossible to estimate the number of Fed- 
eral dead, but superficial inspection of pub- 
Me places would indicate that not less than 

2,000 bodies are scattered about. It will be

YERKES ESTATE 


“GIVEN $1,000,000 


Chicago Railways Company 
Settles Claim of Heirs of 
Magnate’s Widow. 


ENDS LONG COURT FIGHT. 


Three years ago last Thursday Mary Ade- 
laide’ Yerkes, widow of Charlies T. Yerkes. 
one time traction magnate, died in New 
York. For a long time she had been in seri- 
ous Gnancial difficulties owing to the law- 
suits which were necessary to collect some 
of the principal claims of her husband's 
estate. 

Yesterday there was reached a settlement 
between Mra. Yerkes’ estate and the whi- 
cago Railways company. By the settlement 
her estate received a large amount, estimated 
at something over $1,000,000. It came a 
little over three years too late to help the 
woman who needed it. 


She Had Asked $4,000,000, 

The exact amount of the settlement is not 
made public, but the estimate is based on 
the price paid in settlement of some of the 
similar chaims—30 cents on the dollar. Had 
Mrs. Yerkes won her full contention she 
would have made $4,000,000, She was sup- 
posed to have received about $1,250,000 after 
her husband's death, but this was cut down 
to less than $200,000 and a large part of that 
was eaten up in the fees for the long and 
costly litigation that preceded her death. 

Yesterday's settlement disposed of the 
suite against the Chicago Railways company 
amd others by the following litigants:

History of Litigation. 

The bonds concerned are the old 4% per cent 
Chicago Consolidated bonds. The contention 
was that the Chicago Railways company 
in ite merger operations had assumed the 
indebtedness of the old Union Traction com- 
pany. The latter company had guaranteed 
the $6,750 on Consolidated bonds. 

Mr. Govine and two associates sued for the 
par amount of their bonds instead of the 
paid amount. The company won the suit, 
which Govine appealed and it is still resting 
in the Illinois Appellate court. It was for 
a final disposition of this case that Mrs. 
Yerkes was awaiting before pressing her 
suit. 

Mrs. Yerkes’ principal) contention was 
that the trustees of the Charles T. Yerkes 
estate, of which she was residuary legatee, 
had no right to sell the old securities at the 
low price. Consequently her suit was broad 
and in one way and another there were con- 
cerned in it the Illinois Trust and Savings 
bank, the Central Trust company, C. E. 
Yerkes & Co., Speyer & Co., the Centra) 
Trust company of New York, and the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce of New York. 


Settlement Called Satisfactory, 

Mrs, Yerkes wished the whole sale set 
aside. As this would have operated to the 
grave embarrassment of the whole traction 
situation in Chicago there were special ef- 
forts made to settle the suit out of court. 
Had Mrs. Yerkes won the suit it would have 
cost the railways about $4,000,000. The om- 
ciala consider the settlement joutirely satis- 
factory.

TAXES $153,300 
INBERGEN’S WARD 


M. K. Sheridan. Makes Slashes 
on Eve of Alderman’s Can- 
didacy for Re-election. 


DENIES POLITICAL MOTIVE 


Acts, Which Made Many Friends, 
Said to Be in Violation of 
Supreme Court Ruling. 


‘M.K.S.’ APPROVAL SEEN ON BOOKS

A man living at 631 West Sixty-second 
street attended a Democratic meeting in the 
Thirty-first ward in the interest of Ald. H. P. 
Bergen, candidate for retlection. The man 
was angry about his high tax billa. Michael 
K. Sheridan, member of the board of assess- 
ors, who is supporting Ald. Bergen, was pres- 
ent. 

“I told him I didn’t know anything about 
his case and suggested that we look it up,”’ 
explained Mr. Sheridan yesterday. “‘ He 
camein. His property had been assessed too 
high. I made the same reduction for him | 
will for any one under like conditions in any 
other ward. This talk about politics in tax 
assessments in my.ward is all bunk.” 


How About Votes? 

Maybe that man, said to be F. P. Murrin, 
willl be angry at Sheridan. Then, again, he 
Ymight think it fair to vote for Sheridan's 
friend for alderman. Murrin might try to in- 
duce Mrs. Rose L. Murrin to vote for Bergen. 
Also he might persuade W. Collnott, regis- 
tered from ‘the same address, to vote for the 
alderman. He might also get Mrs. Evelyn 
Colinott, registered from the same address, 
to vote likewise. In afidition, there are Wil- 
liam Winlet and Mrs. Elizabeth Gruekus reg- 
istered also from 631 West BSixty-second 


| street. 


The property st this address was assessed 
at $2,880. It was reduced to $2,480. The 
initials “‘“M. K. 8S.” indicate Mr. Sheridan 
made the reduction. Of course, Mr. Sheri- 
dan cannot reduce the sale value of the 
property. His act was only to reduce the 
amount of taxes, 


Calls on Neighbor, 

It is said Murrin called on a neighbor at 
641 West Sixty-second street. At this ad- 
dress there are seven votes registered. The 
neighbor, sald to be O. P. Hansen, asserted 
his conviction that it was legally impossible 
to reduce taxes on real estate except at the 
quadrennial period. He declified to believe 
it. So a trip was arranged for him to go to 
the county building and see “ the books.” 

The records show the value of this property 
for taxation purposes was reduced from 
$3,210. On this reduction also appear the 
initials “M. K. 8." Possibly the owner 
of this building will work night and day to 
get the six other registered voters from this 
address to vote against Ald. Bergen—but 
there is a different impression among the 
neighbors. 

Breaking the chain, there are 250 owners 
in thirty-six of the forty-five precincts in 
the Thirty-first ward who have had their 
taxes reduced since Mr. Sheridan became an 
assessor. The value of their property on fhe 
tax books, before Mr. Sheridan started was 
$996,081. Now it is $843,674. 


Sheridan Cuts Total $153,300. 

So far as the assessors books are con- 
cerned $153,307 worth of property hase been 
destroyed. That is an average reduction for 
each of the 259 property owners of $591. 
While Mr. Sheridan assumes the credit for 
more than 90 per cent of the reductions, 
some of the other assessors gave him aid 
They made larger individual reductions than 
Mr. Sheridan, thereby boosting the average, 
These 269 beneficiaries of Mr. Sheridan's 
acts may be happy, but there are about 22,000 
other voters in the ward. 

Mr. Sheridan says he has acted within the 
haw and according to custom and “ precedent 
of five Repuliican asseasors.”’ He cited seo- 
tion S17 of chapter 120 of the Illinois code, 
which says the board of assessors shall meet 
“The first Monday tn June for the purposed 
of revising the assessments of real prop- 
erty." The part of the section on which he 
lays stress reads: 

“At such meeting the board of assessors 
upon application of any taxpayer, or upon 
their own motion, shall revige the assesament 
and correct the same as shall appear to them 
just.” 


Court Invalidates Reductions, 

Mr. Sheridan contends the property values 
he has changed were fixed too high when the 
quadrennial assessment of real estate was 
made in 1911. The state Supreme court hag 
decided that does not justify Mr. Sheridag. 
The court holds reductions in valuations on 
that basis are illegal and invalid. 

The assessors have no right to change the 
value of land, except at the quadrennial 
periods. They have the privilege, however, 
of reducing the value of buildings or im- 
provements on lands, if they are injured by 
* fire, flood, cyclone, storm, or otherwise.” 

If there has been a flood or cycione in the 
Thirty-first ward which has wiped out §153,- 
000 worth of property, it has not been calied 
to public attention. Mr. Sheridan is forced 
to stand on the word “ otherwise,” but when 
it visited the ward, the records do not show. 


How Section Reads. 

Section 308 of the chapter quoted by Mr. 
Sheridan readsin part: “ On or before the 
first day of June of each year, other than 
the year of the quadrennial assessment, the 
assessors shall determine the amount, in 
their opinion, of any change in value of any 
tracts or lots of land by reason of any in- 
jury to, alteration in, or addition to the im- 
provements thereon since the first day of 
April of the preceding year and prior to the

N.C. DOUGHERTY OF PEORIA 
FOUND GUILTY OF FORGERY. 


Fermer Banker and Educator Convict- 
ed on New Charges—Served One 
Term in Penitentiary. 


Peoria, Ill., April 4—[{Special.}—Newton C. 
Dougherty, former banker and school board 
head, tonight was found guilty of forgery. 

Dougherty was tried on charges not in- 
cluded in the indictment returned against 
him several years ago, when he was con- 
victed and spent a term in the penitentiary. 

The jury in the present trial was out over 
three hours and took three ballots, two of 
them informal.

Chicago volitical leaders were lavish in 
making claims of aldermanic victories yes- 
terday. While on the surface they main- 
tained a sereme confidence, several secretly 
conceded that the question, ““ What will the 

John McGillen, chairman of the Sullivan 
county organization, predicted thirty Demo- 
cratic aldermen would be elected.

INDORSE MUNICIPAL COURT ACT 


Tnited Societies Decide to Send Spe- 
cial Bulletin to Members Urging 
Support of Measure. 


-_—— 


The United Societies yesterday indorsed the 
Municipal court act. The executive com- 
mittee decided to send a specie! bulletin to 
its members, urging them to vote for the 
act. Anton J. Cermak, bailiff of the Mu- 
nicipal court, who is secretary of the socie- 
tles, was the chief spokesman for the act 


‘The citizens have a right to feel some hes- 


itancy about placing $4,700,000 in the hands 
of a city administration which denies them 


this right. An administration which has to 
ask so large a sum in order to carry on its 
necessary functions ought to invite the wid- 
est scrutiny from its citizens.”’ 


Efficiency Bureau Recommendation. 

The Bureau of Public Efficiency urges the 
defeat of all of the bond issues except $350,- 
000 for bathing beaches and $470,000 for the 
health department. This organization points 
out how the city has the necessary funds 
to build police and fire stations without issue- 
ing any more bonds. 

Last spring the voters approved of an issue 
of $2,880,000,for current expenses. Of this 
amount $2,184,000, the bureau asserts, is 
lying idle in the city vaults. 

Indirectly the bureau charges City Con- 
troller Traeger with giving an erroneous im- 
pression to the public regarding the sale of 
part of the issue of $2,880,000. The controller’s 
office has given out statements showing that 
$1,000,000 of these bonds have been sold. Mr. 
Traeger himself announced that he had pur- 
chased the necessary bond to make the total 
of $1,000,000. 

“At the close of the fiscal year—Dec. 81 
1918, only $696,000 of these bonds had in 
fact been issued,”’ reads the bureau report. 
It points out that if the remainder are dis- 
posed of, the proceeds will be used for cur- 
rent expenses. : 


Opposes Refunding Bond Issue. 

The issue of $380,000 for refunding judg- 
ments is opposed by the bureau because it 
claims that these charges should be paid 
from current expenses. Of the proposed issue 
of $2,500,000 for the police department $1,340, - 
000 is to be used for a central station. The 
interesting details of ite location and the 
probable cost of the site have not been given 
any wide publicity. 

“Improvements such as it is proposed to 
make with the proceeds of the $1,000,000 bond 
issue requested for the fire department,” 
reads the bureau report, “ are not proper ob- 
jects for the issue of bonds.”’ 

The proposed issue of $470,000 for the health 
department is to be used for a contagious dis- 
ease hospital, $100,000 for a municipal lodg- 
ing house, and $85,000 for public baths in the 
Twelfth, Fifteenth, and Nineteenth wards. 
The bureau recommends an affirmative vote 
of this referendum. It also approves of the 
proposed issue of $3860.000 to get bathing

The 300 townships tmalude the 285 present 
“wet” townships at which the direct ques 
tion will be submitted on Tuesday as to 
whether the territory in question shal! be- 
eome “ dry.’ 

The remaiming fifteen are “dry” town- 
ship, Where the “ wets” are seeking to re- 
gain territory voted “ anti-saloon ” or town- 
ghips physically “dry.” which the anti- 
gilcon interests are seeking to sefeguard 
wkh the legal restrictions imposed by the 
jocal option statute regarding local option 
territory. 

Many Large Cities Involved. 

Excluding Peoria and Hast St. Louis, prac- 
tically all of the larger cities of the state 
now “wet” are involved in the outcome 
of Tuesday's township elections. Under the 
law the question is submitted to the entire 
township, which may bea city, coextensive 
with a township as happens in a few in- 
stances, or it may include the rural] terri- 
tory surrounding a city, but in the same 
political township. The vote of the entire 
township regulates all of the territory with- 
in its boundaries. 

Banking upon a tremendous woman's vote, 
the anti-liquor leaders are claiming a 90 
per cent victory in the state generally. They 
figure on 75 per cent of the women voting 
eguinst the saloons. 


Contest Sharp and Bitter.

The first two questions are stated succinct- 
ly under the terms of the public policy act. 
Both get on the ballot through the activity 
of the city hall’s political annex which cir- 
culated the necessary petitions and filed 
them through Charlies C. Fitzmorris, the 
mayor's secretary, and also the secretary of 
the particular “County Democracy” aided 
by the police department in some sections 
of the city, it is said. 


Questions Not Binding. 

The next five are the bond issue propo- 
sitions submitted by ordinance of the city 
council. The eighth is the county bond lesue 
for $4,000,000 for hospitals: The following 
two are two referendum propositions put up 
to the voters by the Illinois legislature, and 
the last pair of the dozen relate to the an- 
nexation propositions for Morgan Park and 
Cicero. 

The public policy questions are not bind- 
ing, whether they be carried or whether they 
lose. They are submitted under the old 
‘little ballét’’ act of fifteen years ago and 
are for the purpose of getting an expression 
of sentiment on any given suggestion.

The “ four year term " question is on the 
“little ballot” by legislative enactment. It 
provides for an amendment to.the cities and 
villages act which would extend the term of 
city clerk, city treasurer, and of aldermen in 
Chicago from two years to four years.

TOLEDO CAR MAGNATES TO LET 
PATRONS RIDE FOR 3 CENTS. 


Agree to Sell Tickets at That Rate, but 
Insist That Cash Fares Be Five 
Cents—City May Accept Plan. 


Toledo, O., April 4—Henry L. Doherty of 
New York, acting for the Toledo Railways 
and Light company, appeared before the city 
council special committee on franchise and 
made a written ofier to seil street car tickets, 
good at all hours, five for 15 cents. Cash 
fares, of which few would be expected, would 
be 5 cents. 

In his proposal Doherty provides that the 
fare rate may be revised by the council at the 
end of the first year and at five year periods 
thereafter during the life of the proposed 
twenty-five year franchise.

Many Arrests Are Made Dur- 
ing Long Battle in Union 
Square, New York. 


LABOR MEETING RAIDED. 


Unemployed and Their Friends 
Demand Chance to Be 
Heard by Union. 


New York, April 4—Five hundred city po- 


| lice and detectives swept into a mob of men 


and women in Union Square today when 
union and nonunion labor opposed each other 
at massmeetings. 

Concealed in buildings fronting the square 
and mingling imtwoe and threes in an orderly 
throng that had gathered to sympathize witb 
the Michigan copper strikers, the police were 
prepared when &@ mass of the unemployed, 
marshalied under banners of the Industrial 
Workers of the World, marched in from the 
cross streets. 

Disturbance after disturbance ensued. 
Mounted police galloped down upon the 
crowds, ‘The hidden police sprang from office 
buildings and store doorways. Detectives be- 
gan making arrests of I. W. W. men, said to 
be leaders of the mob. Attempts were made 
to rescue the prisoners. The police drew 
their clubs and battled their way to the cen- 
ter of the mob to save the detectives. 

Nine men were arrested, including Joseph 
O’Carol, a youthful I. W. W. leader; Adolph 
Wolff, a sculptor, known as “ the poet of the 
east side," and Joseph J. Gans, also an I. W. 
W. leader. 


Union Labor Calls Meeting. 

Union labor, represented by the Central 
Federated union, had called the Union square 
meeting. The union's president, Thomas J. 
Curtis, during an appeal on behalf of the 
copper strikers repudiated the I. W. W. and 
unemployed disturbers, saying: 

“Labor unionists—I mean men who work 
and are willing to work—do not countenance 
nor sympathize with the sort of demonstra- 
tions you have witnessed this afternoon. 
They d6 not believe in seeking to accomplish 
their rights by disorder nor the display of red 
banners, but are confident that relief is to be 
found in the ballot. And through the ballot 
alone will they remedy the ills from which 
they are suffering.”’ 

The city had given the Central Federated 
union its right to gather. The l. W. W. had 
announced its purpose of repeating the pa- 
rade held through Fifth avenue a fortnight 
ago. The C. F. U. forestalled this move by 
obtaining a permit for a parade. 


Demand Tannenbaum Be Freed. 

The C. F. U. announced on placards that 
the advertised meeting of the unemployed 
had been postponed fora week, but the unem- 
ployed proved the contrary by assembling 
under red banners inscribed ‘“‘ Tannenbaum 
must be freed."’ 

Gans, who carried this banner, was first 
arrested.

Co-operation, Not Merger, Keynote of 
the Scheme. 


Plane for cooperation of the various med- 
ical schools of Chicago witb a view to placing 
the olty on a par with Berlin end Vienne as 
@ great center of medical education, were 
Gieclosed yesterday. Authorities of the Uni- 
verstties of Chicago, of Lilincis, of Northwest- 
ern, and of Rush Medicg! college have been 
in conference for several montha. 

Dr. Arthur Dean Bevan, head of the sur- 
gical department of Rush Medical college, 
conferred yesterday with President Abram 
W. Harris of Northwestern university. He 
had previously consulted President James 
of the UniversKy of Illinois and President 
Judson of the University of Chicago, before 
De. Judson’s departure for China. The first 
public news of the great codperative scheme 
was given out to the faculty of the Rush 
college. 

Dr. Bevan Tells Plan. 

“ Men interested in medical teaching in 
Chicago,”’ Dr. Bevan said, “‘ who are anxious 
to elevate the standards of medical educa- 
tion, have under discussion a plan which will 
make Chicago,as great a medical center as 
Berlin or V Thie will mean the co- 
operation in some large plan of the various 
medical schoola, The scheme has not been 
Grafted in detail, and I cannot say at this 
time what has been agreed upon.

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VELASCO ESCAPED 
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ON TROOP TRAINS 


(Centinued from first page.) 


ican Consul Ulmer, who remained in town 
throughout the battle. 


Night Assaults Were Costly. 

It is said here that Velasco's retreat was 
brought about by his losses in the night as- 
saults, made by the rebels and indications 
that his soldiers, worn out by the prolonged 
fighting and fearful of the cruelties which 
they were told Villa practiced on the wound- 
ed and prisoners, were on the verge of 
mutiny. 

In the course of the house to house fighting 
rebels and Federals frequently came within 
talking distance of each other and in some 
cases got on such friendly ‘terms that they 
ceased firing entirely. In most of these 
cases the Federals were persuaded to remain 
when Velasco’retregted and will be enrolled 
under the rebel banner. 


Villa in Thick of Battle, 


» Villa was the very soul of the battle. His 


spirit animated everything. When things 
were going wrong he would gallop along the 
battle line, encouraging or reprimanding, as 
the individual case required. — 

‘ Well done,” he said to the gunner whose 
shell had fallen true. ‘“‘ Men like you will 
redcem Mexico,”’ he complimented a wound- 
ed man who remained in the firing line. 

Villa was in his headquarters at Gomez 
Palacio Thursday night when Torreon fell. 
His black, thick hair was mussed and 


standing straight up for the most part, and 
a six day stubble of beard was on his face. 


News of the evacuation had reached him 
and he smiled, fairly purring his answers to 


questions put by newspaper men. 


‘Tell the public that after eleven days’ 
fighting the Federals evacuatec Torreon, 
leaving their dead and wounded behind them. 
That is all.’”’ 

Stories are told here of insults to the Amer- 
ican flag perpetrated by Federal soldiers, 
who were enraged by rumors that a large 
number of Americans were in Villa’s army. 
As a matter of fact, there were only nine. 
None of them was killed or wounded. 


Deny Fall of Torreon. 

Mexico City, April 4.—The federal govern- 
ment still obstinately denied, today the cap- 
ture of Torreon by the rebels. It Was as- 
sumed in many quarters, however, that Gen. 
Huerta and his ministers were not in igno- 
rance of the fate of that city. 

It was suggested that the withholding of 
the news from the public was based on psy~- 
chological rather than on military grounds. 

It was pointed out by serious minded peo- 
ple here that the temperament of the Mexi- 
can populace was such that news of a disas- 
ter like the fall of Torreon might easily 
start an avalanche of public opinion against 
the administration, which would thus find 
itself seriously embarrassed at a most crit- 
ical moment of its career. 


Gives Rebels Half of Republic. 

The taking of Torreon gives the Constitu- 
tionalists control of practically half the re- 
public, with the exception of the cities of 
Saltillo and Monterey, the capitals of the 
states of Coahuila and Nuevo Leon. 

Military men regard the retreat of Gen. 
Velasco from Torreon as a most dangerous 
undertaking, and they consider the position 
of Gen Javier de Moure and Gen. Joaquin 
Maas at San Pedro as precarious. 

Villa Faces Another Battle. 

Juarez, Mexico, April 4.—The rebels still 
have another battle to fight if they wish 
to annihilate the Federe] army which fied 


| central Mexico while Villa’s exhausted army 


is resting after ite capture of Torreon, the 
interest of the officials here is for the pres- 
ent confined to a desire to know how far the 
rules of civilized warfare are to be observed 
in the treatment of the wounded Federals 
and the prisoners taken by the rebels upon 
the fall of that city. 

It wae said today at the state department 
the Constitutionalist junta in this city be- 
lieves consideration of their claims to reo- 
ognition cannot. be delayed much longer. 
Conditions precedent to political recognition 
in such cases have always been regarded 
as involving the establishment of a regular 
government at some capita? and the pos- 
session of one or more seaports through 
which the new government can communicate 
with the outside world. 


Objections to Recognition. 
Already the Constitutionalists, through the 
action of President Wilson in allowing them 
to import arms ang munitions of war, have 
received substantial advantage and some 
authorities on international law are sug- 
gesting weighty objections to actual political 
recognition at this stage. ) 
One of the most important of these relates 
to the vast claims of American citizens for 
injuries sustained during the two years of 
warfare in northern Mexico. Itis said to bea 
debatable question whether the extension 
of recognition by the United States to the 
rebels would not operate automatically to 
relieve the permanent government of Mexico 
which will be erected upon the present pro- 
visional government of all pecuniary labil- 
ity for such losses. 


ARGUE MEXICAN POLICY. 
Philadelphia, Pa., April 4.—The foreign 
policy of the United States both with regard 
to Mexico and the Pacific was criticised and 
defended today at the closing session of the 
American Academy of Political and Social 
Science, which had been discussing the in- 
ternational relations and obligations of the 
country. — 

The present administration's attitude 
toward Mexico was gone over thoroughly by 
eeveral speakers. Some believed the pregsi- 
dent had erred in lifting the embargo on 
arms, another believed the international boy- 
cott against Mexico was a mistaken policy, 
but nearly all the participants in the discus- 
sion defended the government in its efforts to 
ward off intervention. 

An expression of belief made by Maj. Cas- 
sius BD. Gollette, formerly of the United States 
army, that President Wilson would not be 
unwilling to ride into a second term of office 
as a popular war hero, brought forth some 
hisges and also protests from at least three 
speakers who defended the president as sin- 
cere in his effort to maintain peace between 
the two countries.

Corporation. 


HELD BY BANK RECEIVER. 


Depositors Could Be Paid Off, but 
Other Creditors Fear for 
Their Olaims. 


New York, April 4.—[Special.]—The possi- 
bility that Henry Siegel and Frank BD. Vogel 
may get a substantial interest in the new 
Simpson-Crawford company and eventually 
find themselves once more free and clear 
in business is the fear that is now troubling 
at least a few of the mercantile creditors 
who have gone into the new venture hoping 
to recover part of their claims against the 
old Siegel concerns. 

Henry Melville, receiver for Henry Siegel 
& Co., bankers, has been informed that such 
ig believed to be the plan underlying the ef- 
forts of the. friends of Siegel and Vogel, es- 
pecially the Nelson Morris family of Chicago, 


‘to pay back the “ unfed and unclad”’ de- 


positors in the bank. 

It could be done simply enough by bidding 
high enough for the $3,400,000 worth of com- 
mon stock in the Siegel Stores corporation, 
which Melville holds as one of the assets of 
the bank. : 

If the scheme is carried out it will mean 
that the 16,000 depositors will realize on 
the stock at.once and get nearer 100 cents on 
the dollar.than has been thought possible. 


Offers for Pledged Stock. 

The first inkling of the plan came on Fri- 
day, when it became known that tentative 
offers ranging from 5 to 20 cents on the dol- 
lar had been made for the 3,400 shares of 
common stock which were pledged by Siegel 
and Vogel for the loans from the Siegel bank. 

The Siegel stores corporation, according 
to the terms of the reorganization of the 
Simpson-Crawford company, got half of the 
$1,500,000 common stock in the new company. 
There was only $8,000,000 of common stock 
in the $10,000,000 Siegel stores corporation 
altogether, so.that the stock held by Mel- 
ville for the depositors would, it was said, 
have almost one-fourth of the voting power 
in the new company. This one-fourth in the 
hands of Siegel and Vogel, it is feared, might 
become ap annoying minority. 


Preferred Stockholders Troubled. 

The preferred stockholders are interested 
to know the whereabouts of the common 
stock at all times. They fear that if Siegel 
and Vogel pay off their debts to the bank 
depositors, which has been the plan of the 
Nelson Morris interests, by buying in the 
common stock which the bank receiver holds, 
and get a discharge in bankruptcy, which is

Trial of Preacher Interrupted by | 


Invasion of an I. W. W. 
Woman Sympathizer. 


New York, April 4.—[Special.]—The select 

pmmittee of Methodist ministers who are 
trying the Rev. Dr. Jacob Embury Price, 
pastor of the Washington Heights church, 
accused of kissing women of his congrega- 
tion, heard today the story of Mrs. Helena 
Pohl, whose testimony was not allowed on 
friday. The trial is being conducted in 
the Metropolitan temple. 

Mrs. Dohl, a widow, who makes dresses, 
told the ministers that she called on Dr. 
Price at the parsonage of the Washington 
Heights Methodist church in 1911. He met 
her, led her to a couch, she said, asked her 
te sit down, and put his arm about her. 

The charges against the minister are 
being heard by the committee in closed ses- 
gions, but Mrs. Dohl later made known the 
substance of her testimony today. 

“He kissed me and said that we should be 
a comfort to each other,"’ Mrs. Dohl said. “I 
was frightened and burst into tears and ran 
gway from him. 


_ Says Bible Guided Her. 

“Later two members of the congregation 
called upon me and told me that if I appeared 
against Dr. Price 1 would weep and wish 
myself dead. 

“I was in great trouble over the maiter, so 
I.opened the Bible at a chance to see what 
counsel it would give me. I opened at Prov- 
erbs 24, and the first words I saw were verses 
24 and 25, reading: 

“*He that saith unto the wicked, thou art 
tighteous: him shall the people curse, na- 
tions shall abhor him; but to them that re- 
buke him shall be delight, and a good bless- 
ing shall come upon them.’ 

“I told the committee about these verses 
and they seemed startled. They got out the 
big church Bible and looked up the passage 
and then sent for the persons who had threat- 
ened me.”’ 

Mrs. Doh! is to be heard again Monday. 
After she had testified the defense put on the 
stand members of Dr. Price’s congregation, 
who testified to his good character. 


Denies He Threatened Widow. 

Ephraim Hill denied that he had threat- 
ened Mrs. Dohl or tried in any way to pre- 
yent her telling her story. E. W. Lincoln of 
Dunlap & Co., Walter R. Comfort, N. B. 
Sprague, E. B. Treat, publisher; Thomas 
Hicks, and Frank Moss, Dr. Price's counsel, 
were heard in the pastor’s behalf. 

A wealthy woman member of Dr. Price's 
congregation testified that she knew the 
women who had appeared against him and 
that they were gossips who had dong been 
intimate friends and were making common 
cause against Dr. Price. 

William Bruce, whose wife was among the 
first to hear the stories about Dr. Price, de- 
elared that the attitude of the court had 

etely changed overnight. 


"Dr Price,” lie said, *‘ but I do not thing now 


wilh dare treat the charges lightly. 


‘Today for the first time the committee has

There he started in the lumber business 
when he took a job as night fireman in the 
mill of Mead, Smith & Marsh. Two months 
later he was made a tallyman, working days. 

He married Elizabeth Boedel on Oct. 11, 
1857. Seven children were born to the couple, 
and all are alive. He entered business with 
Frank C. A. Denchman, afterwards his 
brother-in-law. 

During the next dozen years Weyerhaeuser 
and his partner made money. Then came the 
eombination of the Baef Slough company 
and the Mississippi River Boom and Logging 
company. Mr. Weyerhaeuser and some other 
big men got together in the Briggs house, 
Chicago, on the night of Dec. 20, 1870, and 
formed the boom and logging company. Mr. 
Weyerhaeuser managed to get placed on the 
executive committee, and néxt year was 
dected president.

Free Dock Storage Privilege 
Granted at Chicago for 
Rail-Water Traffic. 


DISCRIMINATION SHOWN. 


Facts Brought Out at Hearing on 
Rate Boost Plea Before 
Commerce Body. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. } 

Washington, D. C., April 4.—[Special.}]— 
Admission that the American Sugar Refin- 
ing company, commonly known as the “sugar 
trust,” is granted unlimited free storage 
privileges on the docks of the Erie and West- 
ern Transportation company in Chicago was 

elicited today from W. H. Johnson, general 
western agent of that company, in the lake 
and rail rate hearings before the interstate 
commerce commission. 

Competing sugar companies are unable to 
avail themselves of this privilege because 
of their inability to use the lake and rail 
routes to advantage. 

The further admission that when its docks 
are full, the railroad rents storage room and 
gives it free of cost to the sugar trust was 
secured from Mr. Johnson by Rush Butler, 
attorney for the Chicago Association of Com- 
merce, and Louis D. Brandeis, special at- 
torney for the interstate commerce com- 
mission. 


The privileges are covered in a joker sec- 


| tion of the sugar rate tariffs now in effect 


| between Chicago, Philadelphia, New York, 
and Boston on the lake and rail routes. 


Blow to Rate Increase. 

The hearings were closed today amd the 
arguments set for April 27. The latter will 
consume from two days toa week. Then the 
commission will consider briefs, arguments, 
and evidence for the purpose of determining 
whether the roads need an increase in reve- 
nues. 

Cc, C. McCain, chairman of the Trunk Line 
association, testified particularly as to the 
practices on the “ ocean and rail” and “* lake 
and rail’’ hauls from New York to Chicago, 
The rates are practically the same, 62 cents 
per hundred pounds for carload lots when the 
navigation season is on and 6 cents when 
only the “ ocean and rail ’’ route can be used, 

Mr. Brandeis obtained from Mr. McCain 
the admission that on a great part of the 
ocean and rail business from New York the 
Baltimore and Ohio and Norfolk and West- 
ern (a part of the Pensylvania system) carry 
the goods practically free of charge. This 
is due to the fact that certain cities in the 
interior of New York are granted “ absorp- 
tion rates’ and “ocean and rail" shipping 
privileges to Chicago. 

Following today’s hearing Mr. Butler said: 
“IT think we have proved that instead of 

demanding an increase the present lake and 
rail rates should be reduced. The testimony 
shows that the free privileges granted fa- 
vored shippers absorb an immense amount 
of the revenue received from the ordinary 
shippers who have to pay their own dockage 
and warehouse fees.” 


MILEAGE RATE HEARING ENDS. 
The final hearing on the question of mile- 
age rates for special equipment has been held 
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state commerce commission. The evidence 
will be presented to the commission at Wash- 
ington and a decision will be handed down 
shortly. 

Arthur Hale, general agent of the Ameri- 
can Railway association, appeared for the 
private car committee of the railways, rep- 
resenting 130 roads with a total of 199,000 
miles of line.

WANT PUBLIC TO HEAR. 


Matters of Foreign Affairs Are 
Unly Ones Exempted fn 
Amendment. 


Washington, D. C., April 4.—Open war was 
deciared in the United States senate today 
against the time honored secrevy relating to 
proceedings in executive sessions. 

Following the defiance expressed by sev- 
eral senators in closed session on Friday 
against suppressing debute on the confirme- 
tion of Winthrop. M. Datdels of New Jersey 
as a member of the interstate commerce 
commission, hostilities began when Senator 
Kenyon of Iowa, after a conference with 
those of his colleagues who are leading in 
the movement to lift the ban on publicity, in- 
troduced a resolution to provide for open 
sessions on all matters except treaties, un- 
less otherwise directed by unanimous con- 
sent of the senate. 


Text of Kenyon Proposal, 

The resolution proposing to amend the 
rules, and which was referred to the commit- 
tee on rules, reads: 

Resolved, That it ts the judgment of 
the senate that all executive sess_ons shail 
hereafter be open to the public, except 
when treaties are considered, or when 
the senate by unanimous consent orders 
otherwise; and the corm;ittee on rules 
is directed to prepare such amendments 
to the present rules, or to prepare new 
rules, or both, as may be necessary to 
carry out the terms of this resolution and 
present the same to the senate for action 
thereon. 


Nine United with Kenyon. 

The resolution was submitted with the 
backing of Senators La Follette, Cummins, 
Gronna, Borah, Clapp. Jones, Bristow, Nor- 
ris, and Poindexter, who propose, as they 
gave notice Friday, to discuss fregly execu- 
tive session debates on the qualifications of 
nominees for public office whenever they feel 
that the public should be informed regard- 
ing them. 

These senators were united today in the 
anti-secrecy campaign, and all declare them- 
selves without fear of any attempt being 
made to unseat them on the ground that they 
are violating the oath of office.

Summary by Court. 

The Supreme court in 1904 summarized its 
decision in a case taken from Cook county 
as follows: 

“ We therefore hold that the assessor and 
the board of review are without power in 
the years intervening the years of the gen- 
eral assessment, to increase the assessed val- 
uation of real estate, except where new or 
added buildings, structures, or other im- 
provements of some kind shal] have been 
placed upon the rea! estate in question after 
April 1 of the year of the general asscss- 
ment, and are without power to decrease 
the valuation during the intervening years, 
except where the value of the real estate 
has been diminished after April 1 of the year 
of the general ment by destruction 
or injury by fire, flood, cyclone, storm, or 
otherwise, or removal of any structures of 
any kind or by the destruction of or injury 
to orchard, timber, ornamental trees or 
groves.” 

Mr. Sheridan Says “Bunk.” 

“tT have the same rights as other mem- 
bers of the board,” Mr. Sheridan said. 
“When I came into office I inquired of the 
other assessors and members of the board 
of review, and I have followed their prac- 
tices, the custom, and the law, The charge 
there is politics in my work is all bunk. 

“T haven't been helping the alderman in 
these tax assessments. He does not need 
it. It is-small politics to bring up this mat- 
ter at this time. Some of the lots assessed 
at $875 out in my ward you can buy readily 
at $600.

“Poor Man’s Assessor.”

“ At that all those persons whose valua~- 
tions I have reduced will pay more taxes this 
year than last (because of the increased 
rate). Some of these property owners should 
have had a larger reduction. They never had 
a representative on the board before. If you 
are going into this subject, why not take all 
the city? That would perhaps get some 
needed changes in the revenue law. I have 
heard some lawyers say it is so full of holes 
you could throw a bull through it.” 


Statement by Ald, Bergen. 

Ald. Bergen dropped inte Mr. Sheridan's 
office during the day. Asked if he had tried 
to have taxes of individuals reduced the al- 
derman replied; 

“TIT have never asked for a real estate re- 
duction. I have requested that personal 
property be cut. On their household goods 
there are not many in the Thirty-first ward 
who should be compelled in equity to pay 
personal property taxes.

So Item in Appropriation Bill 
Means, One Says; Assailed 
on Tolls Question. 


| Washington, D. C., April 4—The uniforms 
ef state department footmen, their compen- 
sation, the Panama toils fight, Secretary 
Bryan's salary and his Chautauqua lectures, 
and half a dozen other subjects occupied the 
house today during consideration of the leg- 
islative, executive, and judicial appropria- 
tion bill. 

The estimates included provision for a 
coachmen and footman for the Bryan car 
riage, which provoked comment.” Repre- 
sentative Johneon of South Carolina, i 
charge of the bill, read from the Bible the 
story of the fiery furnace and declared Seo- 
retary Bryan had come through a furnace of 
“ eriticlam, sarcasm, and ridicule with his 
hair unsinged and his body unscathed.” 


‘Wants Bryan’s Salary Boosted. 
Representative Humphrey of Michigan of- 
fered an amendment to increase Secretary 
Bryan's salary. It was ruled out of order, 
but Mr. Humphrey got a chance to talk. 
* We ought to have a secretary of state,” 
he said, “ who would never have to sell some- 
thing to England and violate his party plat- 
form in order to extricate himself and the 
country from the difficulties into which 
had falien through him.” 
Representative Foster of Iilinois declared 
that “the people are with the presidént and 
his cabinet,” and predicted Democratic suc- 
cess in the congressional election next fall. 


Uniform for Bryan’s Coachman. 

When an appropriation was reached for 
“ drivers’ equipment” for the state depart- 
ment, Representative Mondell. of Wyoming 
said Secretary Bryan was undoubtedly 
planning to put uniforms on his coachmen. 

* Whether the British Union Jack should 
be displayed on the front or the back of the 
uniform is a matter of taste,”’ he said. “ But 
that it should be prominent somewhere is 
without question, in view of the recent sur- 
render to Great Britain on the canal tolls 
question,” 


DIPHTHERIA CLOSES ST. JOHN’S 


Authorities Feared Epidemic Among 


Military School Boys—Chicago 
Lads Escape Disease. 


Telegrams received last night by all of the 
parents of Chicago boys attending St. John’s 
Military academy at Delafield, Wis. ap- 
nounced the closing of the school because of 
an epidemic of diphtheria. The student body 
at St. John’s numbers more than 300 young 
men. There were twenty-seven cases of the 
disease when the authorities suspended the 
session. This was done to prevent the state 
health board from quarantining the institu- 
tion.

“ Baby saving work the worlé around,” is 
the subject of the firat4 round table” or dis- 
cussion. Miss Julla Lathrop, chief of the 
children’s bureau of the United States bureau 
of labor, ia to deliver the frat address on this 
eubject. Her contribution is entitled * The 
Government's Interest in Baby Saving.” 


Aid by Public Libraries. 

The public library le coUperating actively 
in the better babies campaigns that are being 
conducted by the health departments of 
many cities in the United States. This new 
feature of library work will be brought to 
the front at the forthcoming conference of 
the American Ldbrary association, to be 
held in Washington May 25-30. 

An example of this hygienic work is con- 
tained in the report which has been laid be- 
fore George B. Utiey of Chicago, secretary 
of the library association, by Samuel H. 
Ranck, Ubrarian in charge of the public li- 
brary at Grand Rapids, Mich. In his state- 
ment Mr. Ranck describes what he terms 
“our better babies’ slips,” which he says 
are mailed regularly to the mothers whose 
names appear in the official register of births. 
“The better babies’ slips” are issued under 
the general caption ef “Some Books for 
Mothers,” and in the list are some of the 
best known books on the care of children 
by recognised American authorities. 


Gives Advice on Feeding. 
Ancther slip which is sent to mothers gives 
a list of magazine articles and books which 
teach the value of clean food for children, 
the necessity of fighting files, and the value 
of other hygienic precautions in guarding 
the lives of children.

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Methodist Conference Tables Ac- 
tion on Wilson’s Presence. 


CAUSE OF LONG DEBATE. 


Several Members Assert He (Creates 
Idea of National Service. 


New York, April 4—The New York confer- 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal church to- 
day tabled after a warm debate a resolution 
requesting the president of the United States 
to discontinue the custom of attending 
Thanksgiving mass at the Roman Catholic 
cathedral in Washington. 

The motion to table was carried by a vote 
of 80 to’ 73. The resolution said: 

“* Inasmuch as that service has been widely 
construed at home and abroad as the official 
Thankagiving service of the United States, 
we, the members of the New York conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal church, most 
respectfully suggest to the president the 
propriety of discontinuing the practice.” 


Copy for White House. 

The resolution provided that a copy should 
be sent to the senior Methodist bishop in 
Washington with the request that he lay it 
before the president. 

Dr. Thomas 8. Bond, pastor of the Morris 
Heights Methodist church and the author of 
the resolution, and several supporters, in- 
cluding Dr. Wallace McMullen, associate 
professor in the Drew, Theological seminary, 
and Christian F. Resiner, pastor of the Grace 
Methodist church of this city, said in the de- 
bate that no one took exception to the pres- 
ident attending any church he chose as an 
individual, but when he attended the Cath- 
colic church with his official] family the event 
could not help assuming anall significance. 


Says He Is Inconsistent. 

It was the opinion of those who st nported 
the resolution that President Wilson was in- 
consistent in issuing a proclamation urging 
people of the United States to assemble at 
their own churches on Thankegiving day and 
then attending himself a church to which he 
did not belong. Those in favor of the reso- 
lution. thought that the cabinet should divide 
up and visit the various churches. 

The resolution was opposed chiefly by Dr. 
P. M. Waters, pastor of the Washington 
Square Methodist church, and George DB. 
Heckman, editor of the Christian Advocate. 
The latter protested that President Wilson's 
attendance at the cathedral was merely « 
traditional practice followed by McKinley, 
Taft, and Roosevelt, and that he could be 
depended on to choose his own church in the 
future without a resolution,

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RUSSIAN WOMEN AROUSED. 


Police Interference with Observ- 
ance of Woman’s Day in St. 
Petersburg Resented, 


« 

ST. PETERSBURG, April 4.—Plans for the 
observance of a ‘“‘woman’s day” by the 
workwomen of the capital were broken up 
by the police, o The day was to have been 
observed chiefly by lecturers in various halls 
on general topics affecting woman's work 
and position. | 

The police arrested a number of women 
in.advance of the day set, some of them of 
the educated classes, and forbade all the 
planned meetings but one. Three of the 
speakers for this mecting, however, were 
arrested beforehand, and the meeting was 
dissolved after two women had. spoken. 


Interest in Woman Suffrage. 

Interest in all questions affecting women, 
but more especially in woman suffrage, is 
rapidly growing in Russia. A number of 
meetings have been held during the winter, 
and crowds of girl students and women from 
all stations of life attended. oe 

Inasmuch as Russian conditions are espe-. 
cially unfavorable to ‘the extension of the 
franchise to women, the political issue is 
generally treated merely as one phase of the 
general question of the enlargement of the 
area of woman's work for social betterment. 

Mme. K. A. Tyrkova, a well known novel- 
ist and one of the leaders in the women’s 
movement, states the aims and ideals of the 
Russian women as follows: ' 

“ Russian women have been for years in a 
privileged position compared with their 
western sisters. Thas enjoyed considerable 
property independence and higher education 
had been secured for women in Russia long 
before it was acquired in most of the coun- 
tries of western Europe. In the struggle for 
political reform women fought side by side 
with the men. 


“False Sense of Security.” 

“All these things, however, have caused 
a false sense of security, and opportunities 
for securing full political rights are gradu- 
ally being narrowed down. There is danger 
that the traditional conception of women’s 
inferiority will assert itself, and Russian 
men, like the men of western Europe, will 
resolutely oppose the extension of political 
rights to women.” 

Mme. Tyrkova points to the suffrage move- 
ment in England as an illustration of the 
straits to which the best women were driven 
in a highly civilized society, when the con- 
ception of the essential inferiority of women 
is embodied in an intricate network of 
usage and custom.

PRUSSIA AIMS AT POLES. 


Proposed Land Division Bill De- 
signed to Prevent the Exten- 
sion of Polish Influence. 


BERLIN, April 4.—A méasure bearing the 
harmless title of “ land division bill,’’ which 
has just been introduced in the Pruéssian 
chamber of deputies, would make the Prus- 
sian government the largest real estate oper- 
tor in the world. 

The bill is another step in a campaign 
against the Poles, and another move in the 
direction of state socialism. It proposes 
to give the local administrative officials the 
right to prohibit any division of landed es- 
tates less than twenty-five acres; and while 
the government's report accompanying the 
measure describes its purpose as purely eco- 
nomic, it is well understood that the real pur- 
pose is to prevent the extension of. Polish in- 
fluence by the: division of Polish estates and 
the settlement of Polish peasants upon them 
in competition with the government's policy 
of settling German peasants on these lands. 
Provinces like Westphalia, Hessen-Nassau, 
and the Rhine province are even exempted 
from the provisions of the law, and Schles- 
wig-Holstein evidently is included only in 
order that the bill may be used against the 
Danes. , 

In order to keep the division of estates fully 
under government control, the bill gives the 
government a pre@mption on all lands. When- 
ever a sale of land occurs the contract must 


‘be laid before the local administrative ofi- 


clals, who have the right to take the land 
for the government at theprice named. 

The evident purpose of this is to facilitate 
the Germanization of the Polish provinces, 
the intention being that the government par- 
cel out the estates purchased and sell to 
German peasants.

When, however, the ques- 
tion of national health insurance was before 
the country, an organization of married 
working women, the Women's Codédperative 
guild, was able publiely to call attention to 
their needs. = 

Whilst the insurance bili was under consid- 


‘eration, a deputation of guild members wait- 


ed on Sir Rufus Isaacs to ask for the inclusion 
of maternity benefit. It was pointed out 
that in large numbers of cases no,saving for 
confinements was possible, and no provision 
was made. 


Privation an Added Burden. 

The average wage, insufficient for every- 
day needs, coyld not meet the extra expenses 
of such times. There had to be privation and 
suffering somewhere. These were borne by 
the mother, who takes in washing, or sits 
day and night till the eve of her confinement 
at her maehine; who puts by tea, sugar, soap, 
outmeai, and other dry gcods; collects odd 
coppers in the children's money .bex and 
‘baby’s drawer’; relies on charity or the 
goodness of neighbors, or on going into debt. 

All this at the very time when she needs 
extra rest, extra nourishment, ease, and hap- 
piness of mind. After her confinement, In- 
stead of a month’s rest, when her richer sis- 
ter is closely attended by a skilled nurse and 
relieved of anxiety and work, we find the 
working woman engaged on the third day 
after childbirth in bead trimming work or 
kneeling on the bed todo the family washing, 
or getting up to attend to the children, or even 
sitting up in bed on the second day to make 
a pudding, and constantly going out aftera 
fortnight to wash and char. 


Classes Outside the Act. 

The 30 shillings [$7.50] maternity benefit 
has done something to meet the terrible 
strain, physical and mental, of these times. 
But complaints are universal and bitter of 
the raised fees of doctors and midwives. Not 
only is the amount of the benefit inadequate 
but the effect of placing it under the insur- 


and omissions. 

These comprise municipal employés, teach- 
ers, railway clerks, postmen, and so on, who 
are contracted out of the act; cases where 
neither husband nor wife is insured, such 
as costers, hawkers, and others; cases where 
ignorance of rules has deprived of the benefit; 
deposit contributors, whose savings are in- 
sufficient or exhausted. . 

The insurance act. has not only made a be- 
ginning as regards provision for confine- 
mems, but has brought tolight through Its 
sickness benefit the sufferings and needs of 
women during pregnancy. | ' 


The pregnancy sickness claims of insured | 


mothers are stated to be one of the causes 
of the excessive sickness among women, and 
the problem is one which some approved 
societies are trying to meet by cutting off 
this particular class of claim. 

Pregnancy sickness cannot ‘suitably be 
dealt with under the insurance act. It fs of 
the greatest importance to the welfare of 
both mother and child that the mother should 
be helped before she becomes seriously ill. 
The rule making “total incapacity «for 
work ” a condition of payment is not applica- 
ble therefore to such a state of health. 

It is recognized mm the act, for instance, 
that it is desirable that no work should be 
done for two weeks before confinement, be- 
cause no arrears are charged for that period. 
But, however harmful work at that time 
may be, no sick pay is given unless the wom- 
an's condition is so serious that total in- 
capacity is certified. More important still Is 
the fact that, so long as pregnancy sickness 
is dealt with under the act, only a amall 
minority of marriel women (700,000) who 
are insured can receive sick pay, while the 
6,000,000 wives of insured men are ieft out 
altogether. 


Points Need of Reform, 
It is incumbent on us to demand that pro- 


vision when meeded during pregnancy should ° 


be available for all women and that medical 
science should investigate the hitherto prac- 
tically unexplored nature of pregnancy. 
Doctors confess their ignorance and are now 
realizing that they must turn their attention 
to ante-natal hygiene generally. The scien- 
tific ignorance that has prevailed, and the 
idea that whatever suffering is entailed is 
necessary, combined with the harmful teach- 
ing of submission, have been responsible for 
a terrible state of affairs for women. 


The public health authorities have been 
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thing has yet heen done to check the ante- 
natal. death rate. Dr. Amand Routh esti- 
mates that the !oss of infant life during the 
nine months of pregnancy is about equal to 


‘;} that during the first year of life. And to 


this must be added the fact that the deaths 
in the first week of life are probably due to 
ante-natal causes. 


Question of Public Health. 

It is the mothers’ side of the question, 
with all it: means of mental pain, physical 
incapacity, and Joss of intellectual] and moral 
vigor in the home, which I want to emphea- 
size. Women are waking up to the possi- 
‘bility that there is no necessity for the 
present state of things, and are asking that 
the needs of motherhood should no longer 
be neglected. What is wanted as a part of 
& proper scheme is to relieve approved so- 
cieties of the whole administration of ma- 
ternity benefit and pregnancy sickness, and 
to place these under the public health au- 
thorities. 

Approved societies are utterly unfitted for 
dealing with maternity. They have not the 
requisite medical knowledge: it is absurd 
for young clerks to make decisions after 
consulting medical, dictionaries; they can- 
not ‘supply the 
woman officials, nor the machinery for car- 
rying out the necessary developments. 

If it is true that the government will be 
obliged to consider the position of married 
women under ihe insurance act, there is a 
great opportunity for constructing on the 
right foundation a scheme for the effective 
care of maternity. 

It would be disastrous if this opportunity 
were lost by any compromise which merely 
aimed at meeting a deficiency in the funds 
of approved societies.

tion known as the modern business man. — 

When one reftects that a man is constitu- 
tlonally indolent, that his natural desires are 
easily satisfied, and that unremitting atten- 
tion to money making disqualifies its votary 
from erijoying the finer pleasures of life, it 
must be clear, he says, that nothing but @ 
queer sort of religious self-mortification 
coulé induce many persons to choose the 
life which the successful business man has 
to lead. 

When the money maker was an honest 
merchant. subduing the earth and really 
creating wealth to the public advantage, his 
work might be an instrument of valuable 
moral] discipline.

FULTZ DEFENDS FRATERNITY 
ON RESERVE CLAUSE STAND. 


President of Players’ Organization 
Points Out Logic of Refusing to Ad- 
vise Members to Support Measure. 


New York, April 4,—In answer to the 
charges that the Baseball Players’ fraternity 
was not observing its obligations to organ- 
ized baseball in refusing to advise its mem- 
bers to respect the reserve clause of their 
contracts, President David L. Fultz of the 
organization has issued the following state- 
ment: 

“The fraternity has been more or less 
severely criticised for not compelling its 
members to regard the so-called reserve rule 
contained in contracts of organized baseball. 
We have refused to do this, for one reason, 
because we have felt that we would be put- 
ting ourselves in a questionable light by 
disciplining our members for not doing some- 
thing the law might later decide they were 
not bound to do. Had we taken this step we 
would have run the risk of not only being 
unfair to our members, but of subjecting 
ourselves to actions at law for unjust discip- 
linary measures. 

“If this troublesome clause is tested, as 
now seems likely, we believe the result will 
prove that we have been wise in the stand 
we have .taken. 

‘‘ Whether or not this clause is binding in 
law is a question which often has been dis- 
cussed with various lines of reasoning and 
with results which can in no way be recon- 
ciled. 

“The reserve clauses as set forth in the 
two major league contracts for the season of 
1913, and under which players who have 
jumped to the Federal league must be held, 
if at all, are identical and to my mind are un- 
auestionably unenforceable,”

For the aspiring motion picture scenario writer the 
Yollowing hints from an article by Calden Johnstone of 
the Universal Film Manufacturing company, appearing in 
the Bulletin of the Authors’ League of America, should 
prove of interest: 
“ First, last, and always it must be remembered that 
the author,must endeavor to visualize every bit of action 
before he writes it down. In other words, he must sce

the moving picture in his mind’s eye «* he expects it to 
appear upon the screen. He must bear strongly in mind 
that the spectator knows nothing of what was in his mind 
originally. The spectator can only follow the story from 
what he sees upon the screen. Therefore make the action 
concise and continuous. 

“One of the greatest faults in scenario writing is the 
inability of the author to be continuous in thought and 
action. Many times a character will jump from one 
scene to another, these scenes being more or less apart 
and no time being allowed for the transfer. Then, again, 
there will be a tremendous jump not only in location but 
in characters, and frequently tremendous jumps ia time 
without due allowance. 

“A common fault in some makers is to depend upon 
inserts and subtitles to get the story over. Before begin- 
ning to write be sure that there is a plot and not a mere 
hash of ideas. And above all, Mr. Amateur Writer, do a 
not think because your family or your friends tell you ae 
your work is masterly that this is a criterion to go by.”

French Lima Bean Soup. 

The delicate little green beans called flageo- 
lets in France, but French lima beans with 
us, make fine soups and half of the beans 
cooked to make the puree may be saved to 
be served with a generous amount of but- 
ter, when they are as soft and dainty as pos- 
sible. Soak a cup of beans over night in 
two cups of water.

When nearly done, 
which will be in a little more than two hours, 
add salt to taste. Four cupe of water, in 
addition to that in which they were soaked, 
will be needed to cook them and to leavea 
liquid which of itself, with half of the beans 
put through a sieve, will make an excellent 
soup, with or without cream or milk, and 
with or without egg yolk or much butter. 
Equal quantities of this puree, mashed pota- 
to, and milk make e delicate soup. 


Red Bean Soup. 

Soak a pint of red beans over night. Put 
on to boil in water in. which they were 
soaked and about four cups per cup of dry 
beans besides. More water may have to 
be added during the three hours required 
for cooking over a simmering burner. It is 
desirable to have plenty of liquid at the 
finish. Put to cook with the beans a carrot 
and other vegetables from soup bunch, with 
an onion in which a few cloves are stuck, 
if these are to taste. When done save one- 
half the beans with some of the liquid for 
use as a vegetable, press the rest* through 
a sieve, and than adapt as you please. With 
a little butter and milk, and perhaps a bit 
of fréshly ground pepper, this is an excel- 
lent soup. Cream and egg yolks make a 
richer and perhaps a little more palatable 
soup. All additions tend to make it lighter 


and thinned with milk; potage A la julienne, 
which is of choice vegetables cut in thin 
metchlike sticks, the finished soup garnished 
with such pretty things as asparagus points 
or lettuce balis. ' 

Potage A la Monaco represents a variety of 
French soyps closely related to our cream 
toasts thinned. It is made of slices of bread,. 
powdered with sugar, toasted to a beautiful 
color, placed in a soup dish with salt and 
nutmeg, and boiling cream poured over 
them, then a yolk of egg added. 

Butter vanishes like a dream in most of 
these soups, but the more different kinds of 
vegetabies in small quantities that are 
added to beans or peas or lentils, for if- 
stance, the less of butter is actually required. 
Add an onion, a carrot, several slices of 
turnip, some celery and some sprigs of 


parsiey to either peas or beans in putting 


them to cook and you can be eparing of but- 
ter if you need to be.

Cream of Carrot Soup. 

Steam young carrots, mash, thin with milk, 
and add cream, butter, and seaeonings to 
taste, or cook in any way to bring out the 
sweet flavor of the carrot, rather than to sac- 
crifice it. They may be glazed just as for 
garnishing or for a vegetable, by scraping, 
cutting in thin slices, and putting to cook in 
cold water to cover. To each pint of water 
add a generous teaspoon of salt, a large table- 
spoon of sugar, and two ounces of butter. 
When the water is cooked away mash and 
thin with hot milk. When made with steamed 
carrots a little sugar may be added, although 
when the vegetable is so cooked none of the 
sugar is dissolved out. Yet another way is 
to fry the slices of carrots to a light brown 
on both sides in butter and then cook in 
boiling water, put through sieve, and add 
milk or cream. For any kind of vegetable 
soup the frying of the vegetables in this way 
adds an agreeable favor if the work ie wel) 
done. r 


Brown Potato Soup. | 
Heat one tablespoon of butter and brown 
carefully in it three tablespoons of sifted 
flour. Then add one and a half quarts of cold 
water, a good teaspoon of salt, and two me- 
dium sized potatoes peeled and sliced thin. 
Cook until the potatoes are thoroughly done. 
The whole procese will take three-quarters 
of an hour. It is a nice task to brown the 
flour evenly and sufficiently, but not dim- 
cult if a thick bottomed frying pan is used 
and the flour stirred constantly. Adding 
cold water to the flour and butter tnsures 
lack of lumps in the soup. Neither this nor 
any brown gravy need be lumpy if made 
with a cold liquid. This js an inexpensive 
soup, pleasantiy thick.—Adapted from the 
German.

Shaded Veils a Novelty. 


While there is not much that is new to be 


said about veils, these are such an importnat | 


part of the weil dressed woman's toilet that 
when even the smallest noveity appears it is 
worthy of noting. This time it is the shaded 
veil, which is probably an outgrowth of the 
harem veil and in the minds of many it is 
prettier and more becoming. 

These veils are made in various kinds of 
mesh and they are plain, dotted, and pat- 
terned over, some of these last being in de- 
lightful designs. The veils commence in 
any dark color, the most fashionable being 
gray, brown, black shading into white, and 
a charming tint of red, which gradually be- 
comes the softest of rose tints. 

The darkest color commences.at the chin 
or directly under it,.and just at the lines of 
the eyes the veils are almost at their lightest, 
as from there on there is a wide space that 
reaches over the brim of the hat.

I use 
the term molded advisedly, the material be- 
ing already there to work upon. 

When we remember the endless line of 
ancestors from whom the baby has its ten- 
dencies for good or bad, we must realize the 
child is eat war with itsdlf almost from the 
hour of its birth. 

One of the many questions that arise to 
worry the young mother is how to correct or 
cultivate these tendencies for good or evil, 
as the case may be. The mother perhaps 
may not be able to eliminate the evil ten- 
dencies altogether, but with a thorough 
knowledge of herself and of her husband 
ghe can develop the good impulses to such an 
extent that the evil ones are far outbalanced. 

One might ask why the father of the child 
should not share the responsibilities with 

the mother, I think there is little that he 
can do toward the training of the young child 
except through the appreciation and the 
aympathy given to the mother at this time. 

The mother must accept the fact that her 
édhild is not perfect and start in a cool and 
common sense way to correct the defects 
after having observed facts clearly without 
prejudice and in their entirety.

The outstanding ear, for instance, is most 
isfiguring. It is often caused through care- 
lessness of the nurse or mother. The carit- 


lage 


in the ear of a young child is soft and 


plastic, and is often deformed by being folded 


on the pillow while sleeping. Care should 


be tahen that the ear lies flat to the head 
If the outstanding is pronounced, an earcap 
made of narrow tape and elastic should be 
worn. These can be bought ready made et 
emall cost. 

A flat nose is often caused by letting the 
child sleep on its face. Snub noses and other 
badly shaped noses may be greatly remedied 
by gentle massage from the base to the tip 
at regular intervals. This, however, must 
be done with the greatest skill and gentle- 
ness to avoid irritation. I would advise that 
it be done under the direction of a reliable 
physician. Otherwise more harm than good 
may result. 

Large lips and prominent teeth are fre- 
quently the result of sucking the thumb. This 
habit is hard to overcome if allowed to con- 
tinue any length of time, may be stopped 
by putting aloes on the unruly member. 
Aloes is a powdered herb, bitter but perfectly 
harmless. One taste of this herb will usually 
cure the child of its habit. If this does not

If he has acquired the 
habit it can only be overcome by firmness, 
patience, and some suffering’ on the part of 
the mother. But once having started op 
this right road, do not falterorturnback. . | 
Again, this crying may be caused by anin- 
tensely nervous condition due to too rapid 
growth of the brain. We must remember it 


the rest of its life. The child should be kept 
perfectly quiet, see few people, and not be 
played with. In fact, you must avoid excit- 
ing itin any way.

Keen Suffering from Fright. 

Never allow a child to be frightened. This 
is one of the cruelest ways of making him 
behave. We do not realize the horrors to 
@ small child of a dark room that has been 
peopled with mysterious things waiting to 
clutch and gobble him. Many a little tot 
lies awake shivering and shaking with an un- 
known fear until sleep comes through sheer 
exhaustion. He awakens unrefreshed, with 
heavy eyes, irritable, and cross, with a dis- 
taste for his food and ready to cry if looked 
at. This.is nine times out of ten put down 
to naughtiness whem it: is' really the result 
of nervous strain. 

A little girl of 8 was put to bed one night 
by a servam who told her: “ Now, you go 
to sleep or the black man under the bed 
will eat you.”” And she turned out the light 
and left her. The child’s mother was dress- 
ing to go to the opera. She was neither a 
thoughtless nor a careless mother.~ But she 
thought for one night it would do no harm 
to have the servant put the child to bed. 
When she was dressed fully an hour after 
the chiid had been put to bed she tiptoed 
into her room to see if she was all right be- 
fore she left the house. 

Carefully she nt over the crib only to 
bump into a rigid little figure sitting stiffly 
up in the middle of the bed, her nightclothes 
so wet with perspiration that they stuck to 
her little body, while her head was burning 
hot. As she heard her mother’s exclama- 
tion of surprise she gave a heartbreaking 
shriek and fell into her mother’s arms up-~- 
conscious. 

For one hour that baby had been sitting in 
that dark room in an agony of dread, not 
daring to call out for fear of that awful 
thing under the bed. For days she raved in 
delirium, and it took years for her to over- 
come her fear of the dark.

When your child hag reached the “ why” 
period be sympathetic and gentle with him. 
Remember, asking questions is the best and 
easiest. way. of acquiting knowledge. His 
little mind is one big, interrogation point. 
Make a careful study of all his questions 
and answer them as fully as you can. To 
the child the mother is the source of all 
knowledge. As my little boy used to say, 
“Mothers know everything.”’ 

Do not fail him. The longer he continues 
in this belief the stronger your hold on him. 


Problems for Mothers.

This 
is in middie of cap; in the corner is a similar 
motif with only the one semi-circle of dots, 
and midway between the two on each side 
ef center is a motif like that In the corner. 
These are connected by waving lines worked 
fn outline, with a few tiny ovals in satin 
stitch on alternating sides to represent 
leaves. Gather this front to the circular 
crown and back section and finish in a tiny 
French seam or with a narrow binding. The 

tiles are each twelve inches long and the 
ends may be finished in an inch wide hem- 
stitched hem or can be scalloped to match 
the cap. 

Now a word or two about the making of 
these little garments. Instead of making 
shirts from flannel, as was formerly done, the 
finely woven ones of gauze, silk and wool, 
or all wool can be bought at moderate prices. 

If you make a flannel or cashmere shirt 
Gnish seams, hems, and turning smoothly or 
the child will be rubbed. Press open the 
shoulder and under arm seams after stitching 
and catstitch both seam edges flat on the 
inside. instead of double turnings of the 
front and bottom edge hems the raw edge 
may be held down by a loose buttonhole or 
crochet stitch workec through from the right 

_ ie, or the raw edge can be covered witha 
fat seam binding.

seams open. Lay the outside and inside 
together with the seams to the outside. Stitch 
a@ seam around the upper edge and across the 
lower edge to the notches where the skirt 
joins, leaving the ends open to insert the tape. 
Turn to bring seam edges inside, 

Gather the top of the flannel! skirt, join in 
seams to outside of body, turn up and baste 
the wrong side over. Stitch on machine or 
catstitch. Baste around the armholes about 
an inch from the edge, then turn the raw 
edges in and blind stitch together, or these 
edges may be briar stitched. 

The same double body is used for the white 
petticoats and the regular flannel! skirt save 
that there are not the overlapping ends and 
it fastens with buttons and buttonholes in 
the middle of the back. The bottom of the 
better flannel skirts should be embroidered 
in a scallop, the others may be finished with 
a three inch hem with the raw edge cat- 
stitched. The seams may be pressed open 
and cat-stitched on both sides, or can be 
turned one way and held flat by cat-stitching 
through the double fold. All underarm seams 
are finished with cat-stitching when the 
flannel skirt is in one piece and does not fall 
from a cambric band. In this case the skirt 
buttons on the shoulder seams. A pretty 
neck finish is a tiny scallop or the raw edge 
may be finished with ribbon binding on the 
wrong side and the line of sewing is cov- 
ered with briar stitching on the right side. 

Face the plackets of skirts with what is 
known as a continuous facing or for the soft 
nainsook skirts finish one edge with a narrow 
hem and the other with one three-quarters 
of an inch wide. Sew the broader hem over 
the other and stitch firmly or briar stitch 
closely. The seams of the petticoat, like that 
of the slips and dresses, are tiny French 
seams. Sometimes they are a flat fell and 
always on the shoulder seams where even 
the neatest French seam might chafe deli- 
cate flesh. 

Slips and nightdresses are always made 
plain without yokes and with the sleeves 
and neck gathered into a narrow band or 
binding. Sometimes these are merely a bias 
binding with a ribbon or tape drawn through 
it. Again the band is trimmed with a little 
narrow lace or occasionally the neck is 
finished with a tiny embroidered scallop and 
the sleeve bands are also scalloped. Dresses 
may be made much like the alips, only elab- 
orated with tiny tucks, hemstitching, or >m- 
broidery between the tucks. More elahb- 
orate ones have dainty yokes insertion 
and tucking or embroidery. They are joined 
to the skirt with tiny beading. The plackets 
are cut down through the center of the back 
to depth given in pattern and are finished 
with a tiny hem on one side and a narrow 
facing or three-quarter inch hem on the Other.

Points of Compass Unexpected. 


The points of the compass out in California ere quite

rally expect to find both directly in front of you when you 
arrive at the ocean’s brim. Not at all! At Santa Bar- 
bara, as you gaze fondly out to the point where sea and 
sky mect and picture Fujiyama as being just beyond your 
vision, you are rudely awakened from your musing by 
being told thet you are looking due south, that west aad 
Japan lie behind that wooded promontory. Readjustment 
of your mental compass takes days of real brain work. 

If you go to San Francisco for the first time without 
having previously studied the site of the city, you fondly 
imagine it as lying on the curving shores of ea beautiful 
bay, with the Golden Gate directly in front and in full 
and constant view. So when you open your eyes on Nob’s 
hill the morning after a midnight afrival and find blue and 
sparkling water lying to the north, east, and south of you, 
while a rampart of mountains flanks the west, you won- 
der what has happened and where you are. It is because 
no one has ever explained to you that San Francisco lies 
on &@ rocky peninsula that sticks like a thumb, joint and 
all, up between the sea and that wonderful, ramifying 
bay, amd that the city lies on the easterly slopes of the 
thumb, while the Golden Gate is well hidden around the 
corner near the point of the thumb nail, visible from such 
suburbs as Oakland, but not from the city itself. This 
fact well understood, you know where you stand. | 

The first thing to do is to drive to the Panama fair

forsaking the pattern of preceding fairs and are making 
the color scheme the striking feature of their buildings. 
There is great and harmonious uniformity in the arehi- 
tecture, which is of an original ami effective style. You 
can’t quite analyze the quality in it which gives it the 
character and distinction it certainly has. It is as if the 


Californians, out of their superb self-confidence, had put 


up, rather close together, these great buildings, colon- 
mades. domes, and minarets with little reference to Gre 


clan or Roman or Gothie traditions, and then as if, un- 
beknown to them, the Aztecs, the Assyrians, the Dgyp- 
tians, and the Byzantines—all the great dead and gone, 
semi-barbaric, but divinely inspired, building mations of 
the earth—haid come and breathed on the halls and 
palaces and transfused them with light and life. 

Realizing that the bird’s eye view will be the malient 
one of the exposition, its designers have made a special 
feature of the roofs, which are to be emphasized and beau- 
tified as never were roofs before. Pale green domes burst 
up everywhere from roo‘s of dull Pompeian red. Towers 
and minarets continually break the line, and when to 
these is added the wonderful scheme of lighting the whole 
will present a truly marvelous effect. 

The material for the exterior of the buildings is like 
staff, but of a newer construction. It is tinted a warm, 
yellow pink and is combed laterally, so that it looks as if 
the walls were of flat Roman bricks. 

Colonnades are to connect all the buildings, which are 
set rather clove together, so that visitors may walk from 
one to the other without being exposed to rain or sun. 

The floral and horticultural departments are to be also 
striking and unique features of the fair. Never has such 
an exposition been so favored by climate, and already the 
tropical and wemi-tropical foliage is beginning to be 
effective.

Fine Arts Palace Original. 


To the uninitiated the buildings and gardens seem well 
advanced, considering that the fair does not open until 
the middle of next February. 

The Fine Arts palace, of steel construction, fs to be the 
permanent one of the fair structures, and is of a very 
original design. A central pavilion, rather like the octag- 
onal Baptistry at Florence, stands semi-circled by a 
horseshoe shaped one story building, presenting an effect 
like nothing else in architecture. 

One of the dazzling and quite new features is to be the 
lighting of the various buildings, especially of the entrance 
gateway, a superb structure called the Dome of Jewels. 
It seems that there is a new way of cutting diamonds, 
one that throws all old diamond cutting into the shade and 
which brings out a hundredfold more brilliance from the 
gem. This new cutting is to be applied to myriads of 
artificial stones as big as your fist. Eighty tons of these vf 
many hues are being made in Austria now for the Panama 
fair. These are to be hung on quivering wires. Invisible 
electric lights are to be turned on these gems, making s 
system of indirect lighting of marvelous end dazzling 
brilliancy. In fact, indirect lighting of all kinds is to be 
one of the features of the fair. 

In the center of Golden Gate park is a charming little 
Japanese garden with miniature ponds and rockerles bor- 
dered by dwarf pines, winding paths, and blossoming

trees. A high, round Japanese bridge arches over a little 
stream, and at the hour we visited it the garden was the 
stage setting for a shrieking, laughing, chattering group 
of people, aome of whom were scaling the steep ascent of 
the bridge, while others were below photographing the 
intrepid ones. A little, black, miniature Pomeraniaa was 
scampering about the paths, barking ani waving its 
plumed tail.

On the “Banning” of Books. .

UBLISHERS, like other business men, are all the time 
trying new ways of introducing their wares, especially of 
stirring the jaded readers’ attention about some new work 
of fiction. One device is to send out a few weeks before 

publication a small advance edition in paper covers to a list of 
carefully selected persons, chiefly clergymen, who may talk 
loudly enough about the book to make it known and whose 
opiuions about it are supposed to furnish “ good copy.” 
Accompanying this free gift package of fiction there should 
go a personal letter from the publisher, calling your attention, 
intimately, confidentially, to the fact that the book is a greas 
piece of literature, but liable to be misunderstood by the ordi- 
nary reader. Of course the ground for “misunderstanding ™ in 
nine cases out of ten is the old ground of sex. The letter, I 
suppose, is intended to whet your curiosity, legitimate or pem 
verse, in the newest adventure into that oldest of subjects. 
The publishers treated Upton Sinclair's “ Love Pilgrimage” 
in this thoughtful way. I remember getting an advance copy 
free, with a letter about its “ frankness” and “ boldness "ang 
“ tearlessness” of the treatment of sex matters, all of which . 
was meant to induce folk to read what otherwise they might 


find dull. Mr. Sinclair’s story, if I remember rightly, made pe ‘y 


great stir when it finally reached the public through the regular 
channels. The nervous anticipations of its publishers both om 3 
the score of its “ boldnese” and its literary importance were 
not justified. It went over into the great silence more rapidly .

that the buyers for the circulating libra- 
ries are meant, who are largely the arbi- 
terg of destiny for the English novel, aad 
not the guardians of morals for the publie 
libraries as with us.) You are supposed te 
plunge into the thing rapidly im your curios- 
ity to find out just how “ questionable "’ it is 
from the American point of view. And if 
you will obligingly write a littlefnote to the 
publishers after you have finished your In- 
spection, saying that you find Mr. Blank 
Blank’s latest a literary masterpiece and 
white as driven snow to the pure minded 
you will have performed your function in the 
matter. ;

The fact that the “literary authorities” 
have “ banned ” a book is of course nothing 
against it, either in England or in this coun- 
try. Indeed, one of the plain roads to suc- 
cess for any novelist is to get “ banned” 
somehow by the * literary authorities,” st 
least in America. I believe Hall Caine 
worked it well in “‘ The Woman Thou Gavest 
Me.” To be put upon the index expur 
gatorius by one or two large public libraries 
should make the fortune of any reasonable 
novel. The best that a library can do for 
the struggling novelist—both in cash and in 
reputation—is to “ ban "’ him fromits shelves. 
If the novelists could only induce the Demo- 
crats to make an administration measure of 
a compulsory banning bill, publishers’ profit 


free advertising which a book gets when it 
is “ banned” by some spinterish librarian 
or local board of literary censors, the exclud- 
ing of a novel from the shelves of a public 
library is likely to increase its sales. The 
spread «& the Carnegie library ‘atterly hes 
had a pestiferous effect upon the novelist’s 
profits, So any experienced author must 
smile complacentiy when he learns that his 
last work has been “ excluded” from ths 
public library of Pokeville. He may suspect 
his publisher of descending to base methods 
to obtain this distinction, but he rejoices in 
the insult. 
Some years ago one of my own books was 

*“ banned *’ from the public library of a large 
American city where I happened to be at 
the time. An active young newspaper man 
came rushing to me at my hotel with the 
news that my book “ had been thrown out of 
the public library.” by the outraged librarian 

because of its licentiousness or frankness— 

I forget which they calledit. Being younger 

and less wise than I am now, I was much put 
out over the supposed insult and dictated 

some hot words on the matter then and there, 
It was not until I learned that the librarian 

in question [who, by the way, was notorious 
for the unconventionality of his private life] 

had not even read my banned book that I 

began to understand the game. Since then 

I have been properly amused by all such 
tokens of library disapprobation; they have 

nothing whatever to do with the value of a 
book or the estimate of serious critics upon 
it, but they are ‘‘ good publicity.” 


ae 
Speaking now a trifle more seriously, I 


feel that it is a pity to use the sex theme for 
this furtive sort of ex] mn of fiction. 
It was therefore with « slight sense of re- 
pugnance for the publishers’ methods that 1 
opened the book, which the English press 
had pronounced to be “ one of the finest Lit- 
erary achievements in recent years—a@ work 
of dignity and mora! force,” after the library 
authorities had “ banned’ it. 1 expected tu 
find the story neither morally reprehensible 
nor a masterpiece of literature. It rarely 
turns out that these. specially introduced 
books are prizes, alas! It was, in fact, a 
perfectly readable, serious story by a compe- 
tent, sincere novelist. It was neither nasty 
nor bold, nor éspecially strong and original. 
It was one of those many workmanlike, crea- 
itable novels of a high second class that ing- 
land is now putting forth in such abundance. 
On the way I should like to remark upor 
the extraordinary literary fertility of this 


little old garden of England, at least in the | 


novel, after these many generations of close 
working by numberiless hands. Today it is 


‘much more fertile, more significant than its 


rich, raw, new competitor across seas. Eng- 
land has at least five good novels to one sound 
American one. The soil of Fielding and 
Richardson, of Frances Burney, Jane Auste 
and George Eliot, of Scott, Dickens, Thack- 
eray, Trollope, Meredith, and Hardy, stlil 
bears abundant fruit, if not of the finest 
quality, so much superior to our own virgin 
fields as to make us ashamed.

To return to my “ banned” novel, which 
I find myself running away from all the time, 
I could see nothing in it at all remotely ehock- 
ing or improper. I suspect that its English 
publisher hed been merely plagiarizing meth- 
ods from Upton Sinclair's American pub- 
lishers, or had taken their cue from that ad- 
mirable sengationalist, Hall Caine. Iam sure 
it was merely “ good press work ™ that made 
it the ‘“‘ most talked of bookin years ” upand 
down the little island.

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its only influence has been to strengthen the 
nation prejudice which excludes Americans 
from an important share in the musical life 
of their own country.

Realizing the prevailing conditions fully, 
the Chicago musicians, like their colleagues 
in New York, have discovered no better way 
to modify them than by providing hearings 
for promising executive and creative artists 
who have been trained in this country. There 
are many gifted youngsters, the products of 
American schools, scattered around the 
courtry in relative obscurity, who, if 
brought conspicuously before the public of 
a great center like Chicago,- might find the 
way open to larger opportunities. The idea 
of giving these young talents encouraging 
recognition was conceived first by Allen 
Spencer, who at his own expense invited 
Raymond Havens, a youthful product of 
the New Engiand Coneervatory, who was 
teaching in a small town in Michigan, to 
give a recital in Chicago. 

The critics and the public responded to 
Mr. Spencer's appeal and came to hear Mr. 
Havens, who was discovered to be a virtuoso 
of such brilliant attainments that his per- 
formance made the achievements of Mr. 
Bachaus or Migs Schnitzer or half a dozen 
other lesser visitors from Europe seem 
feeble.

The etatistics compiled by al) 
the | ng tire manufacturers indicate that 
more than 75 per cent of tires that have gone 
out of service prematurely did so because o/ 
insufficient inflation. 

There are several indications of underin 
fiation. The most commen one is the condi 
tion of the inside fabric. Underinflation sep 
arates the fabric layers and this separation 
shows itself by means of a ridge or roll o? 


strength att be inside | of the casing. This is before the

a tire with separated fabric is run a whik 
and then removed it will be found that the 
fabric at the place it was rolled up into a 
ridge before is now cracking and beginning 
to break. In thie condition it is soon ready 
to give way. 

Another condition is the loosening at the 
tread, Underinflation produces a little roll 
right in front ef the point of contact with the 
ground which in time tends to separate the 
tread. 

To determine the right pressure, use twem 
ty pounds for every inch of width. For ex- 


ample, use sixty pounds in a tire three inches 


wide, seventy pounds in a three and one-half 
inch tire, eighty pounds in a four inch tire, 
ete. 

As underinflation is such a universal cause 
of trouble, it develops that the reason the 
average motorist does not give the air pre> 
sure in his tires the attention he should ig 
because he does not realize its importance. 

Tm addition to pointing out the danger 
of underinflation it is necessary to show hew 
to guard against it. There are two preeau- 
tions the motorist can take which will de 
this; one is to inflate the tire properly at first 
and the other ig to add to the tire every few 
daye enough air to balance what has been 
lost in the meantime. No tire ig absolutely 
airtight, so it should he Inflated every few 
days. To be sire about the proper pressure

systems of London, Paris, Vienna, and Ber- 
lin. These cities are proving that for pas- 
senger comfort and service, for cheapness 


mendous advantage over the best tramway 
systems. Service is quicker and more fre- 
quent, travel is safer and surer. No one triy- 
jal accident can tle up a whole system, but 


_ the whole fleet of buses can be called out in 


a few moments to take care of extra traffic, 
rush hours, etc., without all having to stand 
in line when a horse falls down on a track. 
There are over 4,000 motor buses in oper- 
ation in London alone, these covering some 
10,090,000 miles a month. These buses 
make about twelve breakdown stops every 
100,000 miles, showing the great degree of 
reliability attained. Nearly 6,500,000 pas- 
sengers are carried yearly on these buses, 
at a cost of about @ penny a mile to the pas- 
senger. The average cost of running these 
vehicles has been just over 14 cents per mile 
to the operating firm. Nearly all of these are 
double decked cars, while Paris uses mostly 
single deckers. London buses seat sixteen 
persons below and eighteen on the roof, 
Every bus used on the streets of London 
must be tested and passed upon by a tech- 
nical examining board before being put on 
the streets, and must conform to certain 
specifications set down by that board. The 
complete car cannot weigh over 7,840 pounds 
unladen, and 13,440 full. The length must 
not be over twenty-three feet and the width 
not over seven feet two inches at the widest 
part. The maximum wheel base allowed is 
fourteen feet six inches and the track or 
tread not less than five feet six inches. Cars 
must be so designed as to run to a certain 
standard of quietness, as a result of which 
worm drive is almost standard. No oil must

The wrong type can destroy the roads and 
quietness of the boulevards, and work a 
hardship to those thoroughfares and to the 
public. Engineers from the efficiency bu- 
reau should be put to work on the probiem to 
study out just what Chicago should require 
in a motor bus, and then require of the oper- 
ating companies a certain conformity to 
those rules, with greater strictness as to 
specification as the number in use increases. 

As a test of Chicago conditions the writer 
took a five ton motor bus through the dif- 
terent sections of Chicago, making stops in 
exact proportion to street car stops for the 
same route as checked by former car trips, 
end compared the time for the run. 

From Madison and Dearborn streets to 
Wilson avenue by trolley car forty-four min- 
utes was consumed with forty-six stops and 
fifty passengers. By motor bus between the 
same pointe and with thirty passenger ca- 
pacity, with proportionate number of stops, 
nine minutes was saved, following the car 
route. Returning from Evanston to Adams 
and Michigan avenues, the run took just one 
hour by the boulevard route. 

In a bus trip to South Chicago six street 
cars were passed and about seventeen min- 
utes saved over street car time Traveling 
west from the loop in Madison street to For- 
ty-eighth avenue, five cars were passed and 
about eight minutes saved.

Twenty buses will be needed 
tc keep this schedule, and if these are single 
deckers they would hold about twenty-two 
persons. This at a fare of 10 cents would 
make $4.40 for a round trip of twelve miles 
if fully loaded. Averaging 120 miles a day— 
London buses average 170—the car could 
make twelve round trips, or $52.80 per day. 
If the buses average a 40 per cent load all 
day, which would be high, the amount earned 
by each bus per day would be $21.20. 

A double decked bus on the same Hine with 
twice the number of passengers for almost 
the same running cost would with a 40 per 
cent load bring in a daily earning per car of 
$42.20 or $844.80 for the fleet of twenty cars. 
A 20 per cent load would pay the bills of the 
double deokers and the schedule could ba 
fitted to the amount of business to keep the 
care nearly full. These figures illustrate 
the advantage of the double decked bus, but 
in Chicago the upper deck must be inclosed 
from the weather. This means weight, and

The innumerable difficulties and losses of 
time in the removal of ashes and garbage 
which have confronted every municipality 
with an obstinate problem, have been almost 
entirely obviated by a new type of dumping 
truck developed through the coJperation of 
the White company and the engineers of the 
New York street cleaning department. The 
truck ig used for carrying ell kinds of refuse 
as well as for ashes and garbage. At the 
disposal plant or the dump the truck deposits 
its load at any prescribed epot and when 
the load fs to go On a scow or barge the truck 
backs up to the edge of the dock and dumps 
directly into the scows. From 110 to 122 
eanfuls of ashes, the equivalent of five one- 
horse cartloads, can be carried at one time. 
In the district where the truck is now work- 
ing the haul to the dumping place is three 
miles. The truck covers this distance in 
fourteen minutes. One man drives the truck 
and operates the dumping mechanism. If 
the truck traveled only as fast as a horse 
drawn wagon it would be doing the work 
of five horses, five carte, and five men, but 
it travels three or four times as fast, hence 
it does the work of fifteen to twenty horse 


carts.

Machine Washes Eggs. 

It has been found by those who handle food- 
stuffs that it pays to put the goods up in at- 
tractive shape or packages. Itisno common 
thing to see veg¢tables tied up in ribbons, 
and fruit, which formerly traveled in bar- 
rels, is now packed in small boxes resembling 
confectionery in the way they are handled. 
The same applies to the fruit of the hennery. 
An egg farmer who gets a reputation for the 
quality and appearance of his eggs will al- 
ways get a premium above the price for his 
product, and this increased price makes it 
worth whiie for him to exercise the necessary 

care. Such persone not only examine each 
egg before it is shipped but also wash it

Buckets in the Tank. 


Means for combatting fire in the early stage 
always is advisable, and often compulsory, 
and the typical row of fire buckets so often 
seen in offices and in industrial establish- 
ments is anything but imposing, and, ex- 
posed as they are, the contents often are 
spilled or evaporated.

Turns the Incubator Eggs. 

One of the many little tasks which must 

be looked after with more or less regu- 


larity in the hatching of chickens in the in- 
cubator is the turning over of the eggs, 
and upon this depends to a great measure 
the success of the hatching.

be turned over regularly, carefully, and 
with great consideration for the feelings of 
the chick which may or may not be inside. 
If the operation is insufficiently done it is 
just as disastrous as when it is overdone. 
It must be done just right. 


A recent invention provides for the per- 
formance of this operation in the most ap- 
proved manner. The eggs all repose in 
small semi-circular compartments arranged 
in rows, each row being capable of an oscil- 
lating movement so that one turn of a lever 
at the side of the tray gives all the eggs of 
the tray a half turn, which is just the re- 
quired amount of rocking demanded by the 
little chick in its natural cradle,

Ladder for the Orchard. 


The scientific picking of fruit requires that 
the operation should be performed without 
damaging the tree, which often occurs when 
ladders of the ordinary design are thrust 
into the branches. The revolving ladder 
support shown in the accompanying cut has 
been invented and patented by a California 
orange grower. While the idea is applicable 
to ail orchards@t-is particularly suited for 
the orange grove® where the crop is not 
gathered at one time, as are other fruits, 
but ig collected at a number of successive 
pickings.

Then, too, the 
orange trees are more fragile than other trees 
and the grower must necessarily exercise 
more care.

WHOLE STATE OF ILLINOIS 
ONCE PURCHASED FOR $1.25. 


English Syndicate Bought 56,000 
Square Miles, According to Story of 
Eastern Paper. 


The purchase of Manhattan island for $24 
by Peter Minuit and others of the East India 
company in 1626 is often spoken of as the 
greatest real estate bargain ever consum- 
mated in this country, says the New York 
Times. This is not entirely correct, for 
larger areas than Manhattan, land full of 
precious metals and now sites of many large 
and prosperous cities, have been acquired 
for far less money than Peter Minuit paid for 
the 22,000 acres which constitute Manhattan 
Island. 

Nearly 150 years after the Manhattan deal 
and at a time when the value of American 
land had enhanced considerably over levels 
of value of Minuit’s time the land now in- 
cluded in the state of Illinois was bought 
for $1.25 by and English realty company, 
which, by the way, was the first known to 
this country. Here was a deal in which 
square miles, not acres, were bought. In the 
state of Illinois there are 56,000 square miles 
of cities, towns, and farms. This is an area 
1,600 times greater than that of Manhattan, 
and all that was paid for it was about 2 cents 
a 1,000 square miles. Of course, there were 
other things given the Indians besides 
money, but so was Minuit liberal with beads 
and other trinkets that delighted the wild 

To appreciate the bargain that this English 
company made with the redmen of the middle 
west it is necessary to compare objecta Man- 
hattan Island is a big island. It is thirteen 
miles long and a mile or more wide at cer- 
tain points. It contains twenty-two square 
miles, which is no small area. To think that 
a zone 2,500 times as large as Manhattan was 

‘ bought for two pennies, the price of a stick of 
candy, does not seem possible, but such a deal 
was made, as any one may see from records 
in possession of the Illinois state authorities.
